FOR  THE  YEAR  1937 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Flockton  Urban  District 
Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your  district 
during  1937. 

The  general  health  in  the  district  has  been  well  up  to  the 
average  of  the  last  few  years  apart  from  an  outbreak  of 
influenza  during  January  and  February.  The  incidents  of 
infectious  disease  was  very  slight.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  occurred. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  1,065  acres  and  the  main  part 
of  the  village  extends  for  about  a mile  along  the  Huddersfield 
Barnsley  highway.  There  is  a small  hamlet  at  Flockton  Moor 
about  a mile  to  the  west. 

Agriculture  is  the  main  industry  though  a large  pro- 
])ortion  of  the  adult  workers  is  employed  in  mills,  collieries  in 
surrounding  districts.  As  there  are  no  factories  in  the  district 
there  is  no  smoke  nuisance. 

Population. — As  the  official  figures  are  not  to  hand,  1 
have  estimated  the  population  as  1,426,  working  from  last 
year’s  figures. 

Rateable  Value. — This  was  3,553  and  the  Id.  rate  yields 
£13  3s.  Od. 

Inhabited  Houses. — There  are  378  houses  in  the  district, 
most  of  them  being  of  the  working  class  type.  24  new  houses 
were  erected  during  the  year,  22  of  these  by  the  Council. 

— The  number  of  live  births 
registered  in  the  district  was  14  and  there  was  one  inward

This  gives  a birthrate  of  10.5  per  thousand. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rate. — There  were  14  deaths,  7 male 
and  7 female,  during  the  year.  There  w^ere  also  7 male  and 
1 female  inward  transfers  and  1 female  outward  transfer. 
This  gives  a net  total  of  21,  14  male  and  7 female.  This  gives 
a death  rate  of  14.7  per  thousand.  Of  these  deaths  1 was 
aged  over  85,  1 over  80,  3 over  75  and  2 over  70.  1 death  was 

accidental  and  1 suicidal. 

Infantile  Deaths. — There  were  two  deaths  of  infants 
aged  under  1 year  and  one  inward  transfer. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — Nil. 

Tuberculosis  Death  Rate. — There  was  1 death  from 
Tuberculosis. 

Maternal  Mortality. — Nil. 

Infectious  Diseases. — There  were  only  7 cases  notified 
during  the  year ; 2 Diphtheria,  3 Pneumonia  and  2 Erysipelas. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order. — Visits  were  paid  to  the  farms 
and  cow  sheds  inspected  and  the  conditions  were  satisfactory 
on  the  whole. 

Hospitals. — Infectious  cases  requiring  isolation  are 
removed  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Kirkburton  and 
disinfection  of  houses  is  carried  out  by  the  Council.  There 
is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  district. 

Ambulances.— A retaining  fee  is  paid  for  the  use  of  a 
private  ambulance  when  and  if  required. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.- — There  have  been  no  extensions 
during  the  year  and  a suggested  scheme  for  improvement 
has  had  to  be  shelved  on  account  of  lack  of  funds.  Flockton 
Green,  Lane  End,  Haigh  Lane  and  Flockton  Moor  still  require 
sewering. 

Scavenging. — This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  at  an 
anuual  cost  of  £156  and  the  work  is  satisfactorily  done. 
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Water  Supply. — Water  is  supplied  by  the  Dewsbury 
County  Borough  and  distributed  by  the  Dewsbury  and  Heck- 
mondwike  Waterworks  Board.  A small  part  of  Wakefield 
Rural  District  receives  a supply  from  Flockton. 

Milk  Supply  . — There  are  11  registered  cow  keepers  in 
the  district,  and  158  cows. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  the 
district  but  there  are  3 private  slaughter  houses,  all  being 
clean  and  well  kept. 

Schools. — There  are  2 Elementary  schools  in  the  district, 
a Mixed  School  and  an  Infants’  Department.  The  latter  is  a 
good  building  of  adequate  size,  well  ventilated  and  lighted. 
3'he  former  has  been  improved  of  late  but  will  prove  very  much 
more  satisfactory  as  regards  accommodation  when  the  pro- 
posed new  Senior  Department,  which  the  County  Council  pro- 
pose to  erect,  comes  into  use. 

Nursing. — There  is  no  District  Nursing  Association, 
qualified  nurse  or  midwife  resident  in  the  village,  but  the  mid- 
wifery is  attended  to  by  the  Sitlington  Association. 

Housing. — 22  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council 
at  Parkside  and  2 by  private  enterprise.  The  overcrowding 
ciuestion  is  only  slight  and  a judicious  re-arrangement  of 
tenants  has  made  this  possible. 

Mortuary.- — There  is  no  mortuary  in  the  district,  but 
arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  use  of  the  Horbury 
Mortuary  if  required.
